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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


‘To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Turner: 


May I present for your consideration my thirty- 
seventh annual public report of the elementary school 
system in the Town of Turner for the fiscal year end- 
ing February 1, 1963. 


This is a most difficult report for your Superintend- 
ent. In the first place for several years we have had 
Survey and Building Committees working on our 
school problems. In each instance the need has been 
expressed and funds have been added to an Improve- 

-ment Fund. No improvement has been made. The 
Improvement Fund now equals $58,273. Several years 
ago it was reported that within a few years more 
classroom space would be needed at Leavitt Institute. 
Now the urgency for our high school improvement is 
upon us. | 


A most thorough study has been made of organiz- 
ing a School Administrative District including the 
Town of Turner. The latest report is that such an or- 
ganization would not be acceptable. In the meantime 
any work on school improvement for the Town of 
Turner elementary schools or Leavitt Institute has 
faltered. We find ourselves in somewhat of a predica- 
ment. 


As I see the school situation at the present time 
there is need for better facilities in the Elementary 
Schools and in Leavitt Institute. The problem facing 
your Superintendent is two-fold: First, should an ef- 
fort be made to build for the elementary schools as 
recommended by the several committees during the 
past few years, or Second, to provide more room at 
Leavitt Institute. | 
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As predicted several years ago, a critical housing 
condition HAS ARRIVED at Leavitt Institute. It 
would seem that we are forced to only one solution 
for the present and future welfare of the Town — 
Abandon the recommendations of previous committees 
to improve the elementary schools for the present 
time and concentrate our efforts in providing adequate 
housing at Leavitt. 


The present thinking is to provide more elementary 
classrooms in the basements at North Turner and 
Turner Center and a new building at Leavitt to fur- 
nish needed classrooms, Laboratory and Library for 
the Institute with four additional classrooms to house 
the seventh and eighth grades of the elementary 
school. 


For the present time this seems to be the only solu- 
tion. Bearing in mind that the four classrooms 
planned for grades seven and eight will be eventually 
needed for the Institute. At some future time provis- 
ion should be made to transfer grades seven and hs 
to a new and separate building. 


These three paragraphs meet with the approval of 
the Building committee, Mr. Gilbert, Chairman, Mrs. | 
Leavitt, Mr. House, Mr. Talbot, Mr. Goodwin, Mr. 
Chandler, with Mr. Ricker abstaining. 


In the following pages will be found the present reg- 
istration in the elementary schools and the grade dis- 
tribution as proposed for 1963-64.

Under this proposed plan another basement class- 
room would be constructed in the North Turner base- 
ment, moving the furnace outside the building and fin- 
ishing the remainder of the basement room. This 
would provide six rooms at North Turner and would 
care for all pupils in grade 1-3. Plans are under or- 
ganization to place this school on an ungraded program 
with at least six steps of promotion. This ungraded 
program is being conducted in many school systems 
and permits a pupil to advance as fast as ability per- 
mits. You will hear more of this program in the near | 
future. 


At Turner Center it is planned to finish a classroom 
in the basement, move the furnace outside the build- 
ing and finish the kitchen-cafeteria area. These two 
projects will cost some money but will provide better 
teaching facilities. In both buildings additional heat 
will be needed in the basements. 


I would strongly recommend that in both projects 
the approval of the State Department of Education be 
secured as provided by law. 


During the past year the Rinehart Writing System 
was introduced in the schools and is showing marked 
improvement, particularly in the lower grades. A con- 
tinuation of this program will soon give us excellent 
penmen. 


The water condition in the Turner Center school 
gave us considerable trouble this past fall and it be- 
came necessary to correct the situation. Two courses 
were available to the committee: A drilled well or a 
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water purification unit, each estimated to cost about 
the same. After considerable study it was decided to 
try a purification unit. Such a unit has been installed 
and aiter several adjustments is now proving quite 
satisfactory. 


In closing, although it is a bit discouraging to have 
to give up plans that have been studied and approved 
for several years to improve the elementary schools, 
conditions are such now that a change in plans seems 
necessary. I hope that the citizens in the Town of Tur- 
ner will recognize the necessity and do something. 


Our teachers and pupils wish to thank you for the 
privileges and facilities you have provided. We have 
tried to do our best and thank you again.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF 
LEAVITT INSTITUTE 


February 1, 1963 
To the Citizens of the Town of Turner: 

I have the privilege of submitting for your consid- 
eration my tenth and final report on the academic pro- 
gram of Leavitt Institute from February 1, 1962, to 
February 1, 1963. 


Enrollment 


For its 1962-63 academic year — the sixty-sixth since 
its founding — Leavitt Institute opened on September 
4 1962, with 220 students registering in these classes:

Sophomore 61 
Junior 56 
Senior 31

Since opening day, eleven students left school ee 3 
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‘various reasons and four have entered during the first 
semester, so that school enrollment at this time is 213. 
There is every reason to assume that by graduating 
only 30 seniors while pre-registering a freshman class 
of about 70, we shall have next fall a school registra- 
tion of about 250 students. When our student body 
reached 200, we felt that our classroom space was ex- 
hausted, and with the steady increase there is real 
cause for concern about adequate teaching facilities. 


Faculty 


Since last year there has been only one faculty res- 
ignation. Mare EK. Plante, enthusiastic instructor of 
United States history and French, accepted a teaching 
_ position at Schenck High School in East Millinocket. 
To fill Mr. Plante’s position, Miss Beverly Thorne 
joined the faculty. She is a native of Old Orchard 
Beach and was graduated from Our Lady of the Elms 
College in Chicopee, Massachusetts, this past June. 
Miss Thorne is a beginning teacher with all the en- 
thusiasm and pitfalls that go with that position. 


To ease the teaching load in math and science, we 
secured Donald E. Dunfee. This young man is a 1962 
Hamilton College graduate and has had previous 
teaching experience at Kents Hill School. Mr. Dunfee 
has also re-activated debating activities at Leavitt 
with considerable success. 


Our Leavitt faculty is a happy mixture of age and 
experience — enough young instructors for vigor and 
excitement and sufficient seasoned faculty members 
for solid, experienced teaching. Few schools in the 
State can boast a more able faculty. Let us hope we 
can keep them at Leavitt. 


O. C. Benson, who faithfully served the School for 
nearly ten years, finally ended his first-rate superin- 
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tendency of buildings and grounds in November; and 
Merton C. Leavitt has undertaken that very import- 
ant responsibility. In the last ten years, the School 
has added to its facilities and services so much that 
the man in charge of the physical plant has a most ex- 
acting and responsible duty of practically twenty-four 
hours a day. 


We continue to be lucky in having the culinary arts _ 
of Mrs. Kathleen Shaw and Mrs. Mary Morris in our 
hot lunch program. Dr. Wallace Viles renders very 
generous help to the School in matters of heaith exam- 
inations, injuries, and emergencies. It would be un- 
grateful not to mention that Warren Varney has been 
very conscientious in keeping our campus roads and 
parking lot open after every snow storm. 


Gifts 


Along with the annual gifts from the Turner Na- 
tural History Club and several commencement prizes 
from Mr. Oscar Turner, Mr. and Mrs. Earl Hodgman, 
the Laura Leavitt Fund, and the Class of 1957, I wish 
especially to acknowledge the: following: 


Class of 1962 — Six 3x5 colored photographic mu- 
rals, framed and installed in Berry Hall dining room. 


Walter D. Matthews — 85 acres of land, adjoining 
the campus. 


Although mention was already made in last year’s 
report, I should like again to thank all alumni who 
contributed to the Smith Walk, which makes so stun- 
ning an approach to the auditorium from the parking 
lot. 


Buildings and Grounds 


Each year the Executive Committee sets aside a- 
goodly sum in the budget for repairs and improve- 
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ments in the buildings. Only by doing this annually 
have we been able to make a steady advance in the 
function and beauty of our buildings and campus. 


In the Institute Building all classrooms now have 
adequate modern lighting and a great many rooms 
have been redecorated. This next year part of the roof 
will need attention, since some leaks are appearing 
and there is evidence of considerable wear and future 
trouble. 


For too long a time the boys’ and girls’ bathroom 
facilities have been in the basement—a wholly un- 
sanitary and undesirable location. It is hoped that this 
year the toilets can be moved to unused space at the 
-ends of the first and second floor halls. There would 
then be very sizeable area in the basements which 
with proper decoration could become attractive class- 
room areas — when space on the Leavitt campus is at 
a premium! 


Berry Hall has been re-decorated almost 100% over 
a period of recent years. Last summer the cafeteria 
dining-room was made most attractive with fresh 
paint, fluorescent lighting, and the Class of 1962 mu- 
rals. The home economics laboratory is fast becoming 
one of the most beautiful in the State with two kitchen 
units installed and two more planned for next sum- 
mer to fulfill vocational requirements of the State De- 
partment of Education. The business education depart- 
ment, also located in Berry Hall, finally received com- 
plete redecoration, making the former “reception 
room” very attractive as two good-sized classrooms and 
also home rooms for the junior class. 


While the Leavitt Auditorium is the newest build- 
ing on campus, considerable money has been laid out 
on it since it was built in 1952 and there is more need- 
ed. The greatest problem is a complete re-vamping of

the basement locker space. What is now an inade- 
quate, unhealthful facility can be changed by properly 
installed floor drains, shower space, and locker room. 
There is need for better ventilation, too, since con- 
densation from the present showers creates’ some ap- 
parent warping of the gymnasium floorboards. Final- 
ly, the roof of the auditorium — 12-year-old rolled 
roofing paper — will need attention to avoid serious 
trouble another winter. | 


Through the generosity of W. D. Matthews, Leavitt 
has acquired 85 acres of land adjoining the present 
campus and allowing for unlimited future expansion. 
While it is wise to move cautiously in any major 
building program, it would seem desirable to co-ordi- 
nate building needs of the Turner elementary schools 
and Leavitt Institute. 


Academic Program 


During the year there have been a number of not- 
able achievements in our academic work — which is, 
after all, the main business of any school. Of our grad- 
uating seniors last June, 55% finally went on to further 
study in colleges and schools. We were very happy to 
have Jacqueline Briggs 62 win the State of Maine 
Betty Crocker Homemaker Award and a scholarship 
to Wellesley College; and Charles Berry ’62 copped the 
$1,800 John Johnson Scholarship at Bowdoin College. 


Our present undergraduates are winning their share 
of Maine Teacher Association Scholastic Honors for 
superior achievement in competitive examinations 
given nationwide. In fact we were quite overjoyed to 
find a number of our students placing in the top 1% 
of all students in the country. Their performance di- 
rectly reflects not only their own agile intellect but 
a thorough academic training. 
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When Leavitt was among the first schools in the 
State to receive State Accreditation, the rating was for 
a period of five years. A re-examination is necessary 
in 1965 for renewal of our certificate. Few people 
would deny that the prestige gained from the Ac- 
creditation can afford to be lost; and yet we must face 
up to certain requirements. The library space must 
seat 10% of the student body or the largest English 
class. We need more library space now. Laboratory 
space is fast becoming crowded with two science in- 
structors; and foreign languages are becoming more 
and more taught in language laboratories. These are 
two areas that will come in for scrutiny and criticism 
by a visiting committee for re-Accreditation. 


If both Leavitt and the Turner grade schools will 
need to build, it would seem too bad not to try to 
combine facilities for mutual benefit. For several 
years I have gently encouraged consideration of a six- 
year high school on the Leavitt campus. As a pro- 
fessional schoolman I can see far more advantages 
than disadvantages. 


The chief complaint comes from people who do not 
want seventh and eighth grade students mixing with 
high school students; and there certainly is quite a 
gap in age and development. There is no reason, how- 
ever, why the younger children could not have their 
own play area and recess, completely divorced from 
the senior high school, although I frankly doubt that 
the older group would exert any undesirable influ- 
ences on the 7th and 8th graders in casual meetings. 


On the other hand, while their program could be 
completely separate, the Tth and 8th grade students 
would have the advantages of the Leavitt library, 
gymnasium, laboratory facilities, and even possibly 
language laboratory. Furthermore, a co-ordinated ad- 
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ministration should correct duplication of teaching and > 
class inadequacies that can exist when the two schools 


are apart. 
Headmastership 


On January 23, 1963, I mailed to the three members 
of the Leavitt Executive Committee my letter of 
resignation from the headmastership of Leavitt Insti- 
tute, effective not later than September 1. At the same 
time I made the first public announcement to the stu- 
dent body. | 


It is important to emphasize in this report that my 
decision to leave my administrative post at Leavitt for 
a return to classroom teaching and academic counsel- 
ing at the Tilton School in New Hampshire is for my 
own well-being and the continued advancement of 
Leavitt. 


Ten years is a long time to be on the academic firing- 
line, and after a while there appear traces of battle - 
fatigue. Since 1953 we have seen a tremendous growth 
in student enrollment, faculty membership, and cam- 
pus facilities. I have tried to give as generously as pos- 
sible to the School and the community; and at this 
time I feel I need a change to be physically recuperat- 
ed, mentally recharged, and emotionally refreshed. 


A schoolman who does not sense the need for a 
change soon finds himself settling into a comfortable 
routine that soon becomes an undesirable rut that will 
impair his own professional status and the school’s 
progress. No schoolman can be complacent or satis- 
fied. As soon as he finds citizens calling the school 
“sood enough” it is time for a new approach. Nothing 
in education is static; unless we go forward we imme- 
diately go back. 


Certainly all the expressions of regret at my leaving 
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Leavitt are very gratifying. As someone observed to 
me: “It is much better to go, with people wishing to 
heavens you’d stay, than stay when they wish to hell 
you'd go!” Any progress that we have made in ten 
years is nct so much through my efforts as the steady 
encouragement and support of townspeople, parents, 
and friends of the School. In one of my earlier reports 
I said that Leavitt’s best years are clearly ahead, and 
we must continue with that conviction in the days 
ahead. My successor will come to a school that has a 
proud past and a promising future. He will find no 
better boys and girls in any student body as far as 
courtesy, cooperation, and charm go; they are a delight 
to work with. As I have said many times, we get out 
of school exactly what we put into it; and I am sure 
that will apply to the next headmaster. 


Summary 


It has been my custom for a number of years to 
close my annual report with a local anecdote. Several 
_ students have asked me if I thought I might sometime 
return to Leavitt after a period of teaching and my 
reply can be best summed up by a local story: 


In Turner Center lived a man who was basically a 
good citizen but had been known to make some money 
during his lifetime with rather shady deals. As his 
health began to fail in his old age, he was visited by 
a deacon-from the Village church. As the church 
father ended his call, he paused at the door of the 
sickroom and said to the old gentleman: “Well, I hope 
I see you in heaven,” to which the dying man prompt- 
ly retorted: “You will if you're there!” 


Perhaps you will if you’re there!

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Report of Town Clerk 


The seventh annual report of the present Turner 
Town Clerk, covering the 1962 calendar year, is here- 
with presented. 


The usual record of individual deaths is missing this 
year because State regulations prohibit the publication — 
of such records. Don’t ask me why. 


We are still trying to keep up the Record Card sys- 
tem of information about Turner residents which your 
former Clerk, Earl Hodsdon, so laboriously and pain- 
stakingly established. This is entirely apart from the 
official records of vital statistics that we file here and 
also send to the State Department. Many people have 
found the cards very helpful in tracing their genealo- . 
gy, as most of them give the names of both parents 
with other information about them. Then the official 
records can be more quickly located. 


Many of you are still not checking on the discharge 
of your chattel mortgages on our books. Very fre- 
quently business men call to look over these books, 
and concerns from nearby cities telephone to inquire 
what a certain person has on our books. Your financial 
standing is at stake. 


If you live at a distance from our office and plan to 
come over on business, we wish to urge you once more 
to telephone us before you come. It may save a need- 
less trip. Our office is open 90% of the time, early and 
late, but we do have to close occasionally. 


Some citizens have stated that their dog tax was not 
paid on time because no bill was received. That is an 
old, unfounded excuse, as no bill is ever sent for a dog 
tax. All dogs six months of age or older by April 1 
are required to be licensed before that date. The tax 
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for each male or spayed female is $1.40; for a female 
it is $5.40. If it is necessary for the dog officer to col- 
lect the tax, an additional two dollars must be paid for 
each dog licensed in this way. 


For the first time since taking office, your Clerk was 
unable this year to attend the annual Maine Municipal 
Association meeting in Portland. However, we did 
attend two meetings of Androscoggin Town and City 

lerks Association. The selectmen of the various 
towns were invited to the fall meeting at Stevens Mills 
grange hall, and several of the Turner officials were 
present. I am sure they will agree it was a very help- 
ful and interesting meeting. 


As registrar of voters, I wish to report that the card 
‘file of registered voters was completed in time for the 
1962 Town Meeting. Every effort is being made to 
keep these records up to date. Don’t forget that any 
resident wishing to register for the first time as a voter 
in Turner must appear before the registrar in person 
to fill out and sign the official registration card.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
FOR THE TOWN OF TURNER 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1962 


Your public health nurse works under the direction 
of the Maine Department of Health and Welfare in a 
generalized program. This means that the nurse gives 
service, on a community wide basis, to babies in child 
health conferences, to children in the schools, and to 
families in their homes. 


Recently much emphasis has been placed on health 
care of the chronically ill and the aged in the home 
whenever it was possible to work out ways for such 
care. It has been necessary for the nurse to teach 
some member of the family simple techniques in home ~ 
nursing; it has been possible to assist the doctor by 
making careful observations of the sick person during 
home visits, and reporting to him regularly; and 
many times it has been most important to be a good 
listener to someone who needed to feel that he is 
wanted and loved. These are just a few instances of 
public health nursing services this year which involved 
much time, knowledge of resources— how and when 
to use them, as well as special nursing skills, none of 
which lends itself well to statistical reporting or other 
kind of measurement. 


Protection against communicable disease was of- 
fered at the child health conferences held in the 
spring and at school immunization clinics. The num- 
ber of completed immunizations given is shown in the 
following table:

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Citizens of the Town of Turner: 


We have had a very good year as far as fires are 
concerned, having only two dwelling fires in the past 
year, one being in the Village, the Fish place, and one 
in Howes Corner, Mr. Strout’s small home. 


We have had no breakdowns in the Department. The 
pump on the Four-wheel-drive Tanker has been re- 
built and the big pump on the new truck was repacked 
and checked out by Blanchard Association. 


Our equipment stands the same as last year and is 
all in very good shape. We should in the next year 
purchase a pair of new tires for the four wheel drive, 
as the ones that are on it came with the truck and 
have some age and breaks on them. 


We still have 2000 feet of 214 inch hose and about 
3500 feet of 114 inch hose between the two stations. 
We would like to add to our hose a few feet every 
year, but in the past year the pumps came first. We 
still have 3 portable Forestry Pumps in service, plus 
our Breathing Equipment. New equipment purchased 
last year was very little. Most of our budget was spent 
on maintaining and repairing the old. 


The department answered 3 calls in Auburn last 
fall. Through the Mutual Aid Set-up within the 
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county, we may acquire equipment from any town 
in the county with no charge to the Town, which in 
my own mind is worth quite a lot. 


Our own Department answered 47 calls in the past 
year, 3 of which were in Livermore. 


I wish to express my thanks to the Officers and Men 
in the Department, also to the Selectmen for their co- 
operation in the past year.

REPORT OF WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 
CONTROL 


December 31, 1962 
Mr. Henry S. Timberlake 
Chairman, Board of Selectmen 
Turner, Maine 


Dear Mr. Timberlake: 


The following information is submitted to help you 
keep posted on the status of white pine blister rust . 
control in your town. 


Blister rust is a fungus disease which kills white 
pines of all sizes. 1t does not spread from pine to pine. 
Two host are needed to complete its life cycle: white 
pine and all kinds of currant and gooseberry bushes. 
This cycle is broken and control established when 
these bushes are removed from in and around select- 
ed white pine stands. 


Blister rust does not stop at ownership or boundary 
lines, therefore, control of the disease is a cooperative | 
undertaking financed jointly by the Maine Forest Ser- 
vice, towns, individuals and the U.S. Forest Service. 
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Since the start of control work in Turner, nearly 
654,000 currant and gooseberry bushes have been 
destroyed on more than 24,300 acres which includes 
about 9,800 acres of pine. Over 99% of this acreage is 
now on a maintenance basis (disease controlled) and 
only periodic examinations will be needed to hold the 
degree of control already established. 


A total of 271 man hours were spent on blister rust 
control work in Turner during 1962. A summary of 
the reports show: 2,993 acres were examined for cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes; 1,750 acres were mapped 
on aerial photos and about 500 of the host plants were 
destroyed. The job cost $453.53 (Town of Turner, 
$199.05; State and Federal agencies, $254.48 not in- 
cluding cost of aerial photos, supplies or other inci- 
dentals). 


Our work plans for Turner in 1963 consist of clean- 
ing up 158 acres which are now under partial control 
and making an examination of as much as we can of 
the 5,031 acres scheduled for checking maintenance 
status. We expect State and/or Federal agencies will 
again provide funds that will at least match blister 
rust funds made available by Turner.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, 
Chapter 90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your 
request, the financial records of the Town of Turner 
have been audited for the municipal year ended Jan-- 
uary 31, 1962.

Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with the pre- 
ceding year and included all procedures considered 
necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained within the 
scope of the examination, the financial affairs of the 
Town appear to have been appropriately handled, 
with such exceptions as may be noted in the accom- 
panying comments. :

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‘panying comments present the result of the financial 
operations of the Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS 
Town of Turner 
February 1, 1961 to January 31, 1962 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Turner has been com- 
pleted for the municipal yea: ended January 31, 1962. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
eomments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances credited to 
surplus amounted to $6,600.51. Unexpended balances 
in Contingent, Winter Roads and Interest accounts 
were the principal factors contributing to net balances 
lapsed to general fund surplus. 


ASSETS . . . The general fund cash balance of 
$15,949.95 was verified by reconciliation of a statement 
furnished by Casco Bank and Trust Company, Buck- 
field, Maine. 


Accounts Receivable totaled $980.29 and consisted of 
items due from other municipalities for welfare pay- 
ments. 


Taxes Receivable totaled $5,679.74 and consisted of 
the uncollected balance of the 1961 tax commitment. 
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Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$2,024.88 and $2,426.49 respectively. 


LIABILITIES . . . Equipment earnings of 
$1,000.00 allocated to the highway equipment fund re- 
mained in general fund cash at the year end. 


SURPLUS .. . Appropriation account balances 
carried forward to the ensuing year amounted to. 
$247.21 at the year end, and consisted of education and 
state aid road balances. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $26,026.43, 
an increase of $5,822.08 as compared with the preced- 
ing year. This increase was occasioned principally by 
net operating account balances lapsed to surplus. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . . . The de- 
partmental operating accounts showed a decrease of | 
$679.23 in funds raised by taxation, as compared with 
the preceding year. 


Balances carried forward decreased by $1,002.01 as 
compared with the preceding year, reflecting increased 
expenditures in highway and education accounts. 


TRUST *sEFUNDS. 22° Trust’ fund principales. 
taled $21,414.39 at the year end while unexpended in- 
come amounted to $1,917.82 at the year end. These 
were represented by time deposits. Trust fund income 
amounted to $824.76 while $95.06 was éxpended in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the Trusts. 


RESERVE FUNDS .. . The Town Improvement 
fund totaled $47,412.08 at the year end, an increase of 
$6,117.97 over the preceding year. This increase was 
occasioned by a town appropriation of $5,000.00 and 
$1,117.97 earned by the time deposits. 


The highway equipment fund totaled $1,061.93 at the 
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year end. This was represented by a time deposit of 
$61.93 and $1,000.00 due from the general fund. 


GENERAL The Townspeople authorized 
the transfer of excise tax receipts to highway activi- 
ties. In addition, they authorized the transfer of 
equipment earnings up to $1,000.00 to the Highway 
Equipment fund. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed nec- 
essary to develop these statements. 


In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial 
' position of the Town at January 31, 1962, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.
